Peking, April 23.—The 
war 
senti- 
ment in China is Increasing daily. The 
Chinese are incensed over the action 
of Germany in detaining the Chinese 
minister in Berlin, pending the safe ar- 
rival of von Hintze, German minister 
to Peking. 
There is also great indig- 
nation over the detention of Chinese 
students in Berlin and Munich. 
The 
militai-y governors will hold their 
first 
war conference in Peking on April 25. 
The majority of the governors 
and 
parliament favor war but they differ 


over the attitude China should adopt 
toward the entente. 
The indications 
are that China will declare 
war 
in- 
dependently. 


The Chinese newspapers 
reproduce 
a Washington dispatch from Dr. V. K. 
Wellington Koo, Chinese minister to 
the United States, in which he urges 
China to declare war by Itself and not 
in partnership with the entente. 
Dr. 
Koo urges that China's position would 
be stronger if it acted independently 
and that it could co-opei-ate frely with 
the allies and the United States.

New York, April 23.—Dr. J. Rilus 
Eastman, professor of surgery of In- 
diana School of Medicine, has arrived 
in New York after being marooned for 
two months in Copenhagen on his way 
from 
Vienna, 
where 
he 
spent 'six 
months as chief surgeon in an Austrian 
a r m y hospital. 
To obtain passage to 
the United States it was necessary for 
him to sign as ships sui-geon on 
a 
tanker for the voyage. 


Food conditions in Austria, Dr. Ea.st- 
man said, are not as bad as they have 
been painted. 
While luxuries have dis- 
appeared the food supply seems to be 
sufficient. 
"Rich and poor are on the 
same basis," he said. 
"The whole diet 
question has been revolutionized with 
some interesting results. 
For instance 
•the health statistics show a marked re- 
duction in diseases of the stomach and 
Intestines. 
Tuberculosis 
sufferers, 
however, have great difficulty in ob- 
taining proper food and there la some 
anaemia among children."

Into the aviation service in October, 
1915.

dreadnought entered American waters 
as a unit of United States sea power 
today when the battleship New Mex- 
ico, comparing 
favorably offeiisively 
and defensively with any other 
fighting 
vessel afloat, was launched at the New 
York navy yard. 


With no untoward incident marring 
a ceremony which usually is made an 
occasion of public festivity but which 
today was of private character because 
the nation is at war, the New Mexico 
moved down the ways at five minutes 
before the hour set. 


Precautions Taken. 


In the small grapdstana nuilt near 
her towering bow the witnessing as- 
semblage was so sea»ed that from the 
moment the battleship tumbled 
into 
motion until she rode the waters at 
the foot of the ways only the bow could 
be seen.

MAKE VISIT TO 


England's High Commission to 
America on Outset of War Is 
Having Warm Reception* 


Aid 


Washington, April 23.—British For- 
eign Minister Balfour and members of 
the high commission here to di.scuss 
conduct of the war began their 
first 
official day 
in 
Washington 
with 
a 
round of calls, the Rrst of which was 
at the state department. 


Soon a f t e r lO.oO o'clock Mr. Balfour 
accompanied by the British amba-s.sa- 
dor. Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, drove from 
the mansion wiiich has been given over 
to him to the state department build- 
ing and paid a formal call on Secretary 
Lansing. 
The British ambassador and 
Hugh L. Gibson, of the state depart- 
ment, who has been detailed as Mr. 
Balfour's aide, remained with Secre- 
tary Lansing and the British foreign 
minister only a short time and 
then 
withdrew, leaving the two high officials 
together. 
They at once plunged into 
a confei-ence.

New York, April 23.—Details of a 
plan to organize the children of the 
United States to aid in production of 
crops during the war were nnide pub- 
lic today by the national child labor 
committee. 
Tho 
plan calls for 
co- 
operation of teachei-s, boy scout mas- 
ters and playground directors. 
Boys 
more than fourteen years old will be 
sent to f a r m s 
after 
being 
declared 
fit by physicians and would be allowed 
to work eight hours a day, six days a 
week. 
Younger children would 
cul- 
tivate vacant grounds in tlieir home 
cities under the supervision of adults. 


Provision is made for the release of 
these children from school duties be- 
tween June 1 and Oct. 1. 
They would 
live 
in 
camps 
supervised 
by 
scout 
masters, 
play 
ground 
directors 
or 
school officials.

Guemappe, to tl\e 
south of that stream. 


A big push also was made opposite 
Croisilles and from that sector of the 
front alone comes 
the 
report that 
more than 1,000 prisoners were taken. 


Gavrelle is a part of the last defi- 
nite defense the Germans have before 
falling back on what is called Dro- 
court-Queant switch to the 
Hinden- 
burg line. 


Fine Weather Helps. 


The British also made progress in 
the region southwest of Lens, the Ger- 
man garrison of which town daily is 
facing a more critical situation.

"Whenever %ve have engaged in a 
great war it has been necessary to re- 
sort to draft in order to bring it to a 
successful conclusion.

thing to be compelled is recognized as 
beneficial to the nation. 
If it were it 
would reject governmental regulation 
of the hours of labor, compulsory in- 
surance and compulsory education.

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Postpone Building 
Auditorium.

There ouglit to be prompt abandonment of any purpose to build 
the Port Wayne mtinicipal assembly hall this year. "With a fund that 
flt the outset was too small by at least $100,000 it is purposed to go 
ahead with operations in the face of conditions in the material and 
labor markets that will discount every dollar of the sum in hand bj^ 
a heavy percentage. This can result only in botched plans and skimped 
construction. The people of Port Wayne do not want a building of 
that character. 


Already the architect's plans for the building liave been repeated- 
ly modified to bring the cost within the city's limited means and rising 
prices and still further revisions must be made for the purpose of get- 
ting specifications upon which contractors will be ready to bid. No 
one can say what the result of this may be, but any one can imagine 
what it is likely to be. 


It will be sheer folly to go on with the building project at this 
time. It can ensue only in public disappointment. The people will 
not get what they expect and what they have taxed themselves to pro- 
cure. To the initial error of launching this great undertaking upon a 
jiiiancial scale that was much too narrow and the subsequent error of 
procuring a site that is much too small there ought not now to be add- 
ed the further blunder of proceeding with construction under condi- 
tions that reduce the purchasing power of the funds about one-third. 


The sort of a building that Port Wayne needs and that the peo- 
ple of Fort Wayne have been led to believe they are going to get can- 
not be constructed for the money the city has in hand. Badly as the 
comioimity is in need of a large place of.public assembly, it can much 
better afford to wait a year or even two years for more favoring con- 
ditions or an opportunity to increase the building funds than to go 
ahead now on a skyrocketing market of materials and labor with plans 
trimmed and construction botched to fit the abnormal conditions of 
the times. 


There ought to be no hesitancy at the city hall to put this big 
bnilding project in abeyance. The people ought to demand that this 
be done ii there is any official reluctance to consult wisdom and com- 
nion sense in the expenditure of the funds created for the municipal 
assembly hall. Port ^ayne can much better wait for a realization of 
this public enterprise than to seek to content itself with a botched job' 
on an inadequate building that there is every promise this will be if 
there is any going ahead with hacked-up plans and but half enough 
money to meet conditions under which it must be constructed if put 
up now. 


Volunteer Service 
Plan is Anarchy, 
Says Labor Expert 


While congress, face to face with duty to provide military re- 
sources for 8 nation actually at war in the greatest armed conflict of 
all time, mopes with its work and disputes over its detail, the value of 
the volunteer system proves itself afresh every day. How many re- 
cruits have been obtained in the intensive labors of the past fortnight 
—either for regulars or the state guards ? Twenty millions of men of 
age and some degree of fitness for service have yielded so far a few 
thousands. And of these a considerable percentage are men who ought 
not to nlist because of more valuable service they can render right 
where they are at work. 


Every square foot of ground put out to something that can be 
eaten adds something to the store that will bring the cost of living 
down where the average man can meet it. Service for everybody in 
that—^valuable service that the nation cannot spare and that takes no- 
body to the battle front and the firing line. 


The rate at which food prices are booming upward declares as 
nothing else could the need of national food control. The hoarders 
are going hand in glove with the price conspirators, even if not for 
the same reasons to the same goal.

To raise an army of volunteers you 
must necessarily glorify war.

can't get men to volunteer if you tell 
them the truth about war and its hor- 
rors. 


In a recruiting campaign you must 
make war look like a picnic or a gay 
adventure. 
You 
wave 
flags, 
beat 
drums; the bands play merry inspir- 
ing tunes; the pretty gii-ls add a touch 
of romance; and the young men who 
volunteer go forth to war, not in a 
sense of solemn duty to their coun- 
try, but in the spirit of a lark or a 
frolic. 


Those who go to the front wake up 
soon ¿nough to the stern reality and 
somberness of the 
task upon which 
they are engaged, but the nation nev- 
er does. The papers, the orators, the 
poets and the preachers go on telling 
the people about the glories of war 
until the end of the war and for long 
years after. 


Volunteering takes no heed either 


of the needs of the nation or the spe- 
cial responsibility of the various in- 
dividuals. 
Upon all 
it 
imposes its 
dreadful coercion and drives them in- 
to the recruiting office or leaves them 
broken-spirited, convicted as cowards 
and slackers. 


To the nation's peril. It takes the 
trained mechanic from the munitions 
factory, the farmer from his plow, and 
forces tlie married man to leave his 
family regardless of wiiether tlie best 
interests of the nation require him in 
the trenches or at home. 
With uni- 
versal compul.soi-y service, tile needs 
of the nation and the responsibility of 
the individual can be rightly weighed 
and adjusted. 


Conscription of wealth for war pur- 
po.ses is merely the logical sequence of 
compulsory military service of men. 
And war is an unrelenting 
logician. 
We may 
not have 
conscription of 
wealth as the immediate sequence of 
compulsory service, but it will come 
as soon as the people see that it is a 
necessary 
step toward 
winning 
the 
victory. And when they are made to 
feel the individual's obligation to serve 
the state it will not take long for them 
to understand and insist upon the ob- 
ligation of the dollar to service. 


Compulsory service is nothing more 
than a recognition of the mutual ob- 
ligation that exists between the citi- 
zen and the state. 
For years we who 
pretend to be forward looking have 


insisted that when the indivllual's life 
or security was threatened it was the 
duty of the state to protect him by 
the creation of police, factory inspec- 
tors and all the other machinery of so- 
cial security. 
Now that the security 
of the nation Is threatened, the obli- 
gation of the citizen to serve becomes 
Imperative and Inescapable. 


Compulsory mllitai-y service on 
a 
universal basis is democratic; volun- 
tering la plain, 
unadulterated 
an- 
archy. 
As well talk about the wisdom 
of a volunteer police force, a volunteer 
tax collection system, or a voluntary 
criminal code as to talk about 
the 
wisdom of experimenting with the dis- 
credited, archaic and futile volunteer 
army system!

"What can the ordinary man 
or 
woman in civil life do now to help ?" 


Modern 
war 
has 
demostrated t h o r - 
oughly that the en- 
tire 
national 
life 
must 
be 
mobilized 
for service to assure 
success. 
Other wars 
have been waged by 
uninformed 
armies, 
but this one Is being 
fought 
by 
popula- 
tions. No longer are 
conflicts won and lost 
merely 
by 
soldiers 
and sailors. 


The struggle 
has 
been extended to the 
WtwrONl). BAKER machine 
shop, 
the 
factory, the arsenal, 
the powder plant, the mill, the handle 
of the plow. In modern war every unit 
of the nation must be utilized for the 
nation. 


The effclency of the system will de- 
pend upon the co-ordination of all ele- 
ments with the general purpose of 
transferring the mighty potentialities 
of peace into the irresistible power of 
war. 
It is the duty of the government 
at such a time to co-ordinate the man 
to his place. 
It is no longer safe to 
follow the haphazard volunteer meth- 
ods of the past. 
A selective process is 
essential to victory. 


The girding of the nation for war 
will proceed along three main lines— 
MILITARY. INDUSTRY and RELIEF. 
In the general plan, and along one or 
the other of these three outlets, there 
is a place for every loyal heart. 


Por some the opportunity is open 
today and should be seized. Many will 
find it 
through 
recruiting 
stations, 
many through the doors of offices or 
factories or hospitals, or on farms or 
bakyards; others through the work of 
their hands or brains or money in the 
line of their daily tasks. 


A suburban dweller may increase his 
garden plot; a city man cultivate a 
corner lot; a young man enlist; an 
older man organize a home guard; a 
college boy stay and work in the lab- 
oratory; an engineer join the engin- 
eers' reserve; a woman knit or sew or 
learn first aid. 


But whatever the task, there should 
be the realization that service for the 
republic carries with it honor and dis- 
tinction, and that under certain con- 
ditions even death itself may become 
a precious boon when a man dies that 
a nation may live to fulfil its destinj'.

All cannot serve in the first line. 
It 
is essential to the success of our 
fight- 
ing forces that there shall be no in- 
terruption in the food supply nor in 
the products 
of 
certain industries. 
Those thus exempted as well as those 
unable to serve can aid in bringing 
the right man to the right job right 
away. 


In this, the women of America can 
aid tremendously. 
They can operate 
with the Red Cross and assist also in 
other activities not under the navy. 


Nearly all will make some sacriflco 
to the navy or army. 
Each moment of 
the day and night will be a moment of 
anxiety to nearly every woman in the 
land.

This marked the opening of the cere- 
monies of "United States daj*^" in Paris.

Star- 
Spangled Banner -were at tlie

hour unfurled together from the resi- 
dence of William G. Sharp, tlie Amer- 
ican ambassador, in Avenue d'Eylau, 
from the American embassj', from the 
city hall and from other 
municipal 
government buildings. 


It -n-as a great day for the red, white 
and blue. 
Over all tlie capital, street 
venders did a thriving trade in 
the 
colors of both allies, while 
40,000 
American flags, handed out gratis by 
' the committee, wehe waved by the 
people who thronged the vicinity of 
the manifestations.

Duball, military governor of Paris; the

briefly, acknowledging 
the 
honors paid to the United States by 
the people of Paris. The ambassador's

plause, particularly when addressing 
the people of Par's he said: 


"Citizens of Paris, may I say to you 
on this holy day you have, with such 
flne sentiment, set apart to honor my 
countiT.

longer content to express to France 
merely her 
sympathy.

which she believes, as verily as you 
believe, to be a sacred one, .she will 
consecrate all her power and the blood 
of her patriotic son», if necessary, to 
achieve a victory that shall for all time 
to come insure the domination of right 
over wrong, freedom over oppression 
and the blessings of peace over the 
brutality of war."

CHASED FAK BY 


New York, April 23.—An American 
steamship was chased for five miles 
by the German sea raider Seeadler, 
off the coast of Brazil on April 12, ac- 
cording to the captain, who reached 
this port today. 


The captain of the steamship, which

trade, said the raider was sighted at 
6 o'clock in the morning hearing down 
In him at a point thirty-nine miles 
north of the equator and between 200 
and 300 miles off the coast.

Ushered in by a prolonged artil- 
lery bombai'dment a renewed at- 
tack in fort5e lu»s been begnn by 
the British on the German lines in 
northern France. 


The new stroke, marking a re- 
simiption after a week's Inten-al 
of the British offensive begun April 
9, was given Its initial impetus to- 
day "on both sides of the river 
Schärpe," as the official statement 
puts it. The statement Lssued about 
noon, embodies a report of ".^at- 
factory progress," sent by Gener«! 
Halg. 


The extent of the attack has not 
yet been clearly developed, 
but 
as it is amiounced to have been 
launched 
"on a 
wide front," It 
pi-obabiy reaches well toward the 
Vimy positions on the north and 
beyond tlie Arras-Oambrai roa<l to 
the soutli. 
Besides tendhig still 
furtlier to encompass the city of 
liens, the movement is directed to- 
ward both DouaJ, the important 
CJei-man distributing point, to the 
northeast, 
and the 
Hindenburg 
line keypoint to the southeast. 


Early details of the offenslTc re- 
port the shattering of the last re- 
maining defense of the Hinden- 
burg lino north of the 
Scarpe. 
This was accomplished by the tak- 
ing of the town of Gavrelle, on the 
Arras-Douai 
road on the 
front 
between Fampoux and 
Bailleul. 
This capture marked a neiv ad- 
vance of about a mile for the Brit- 
isli. 
South of the Arras-Cambrai 
road the line has l)een straight- 
ened out by the cjipture of the vil- 
lage of Guemappc. 
Already more 
than 
1,000 
additional 
German 
prisoners 
have 
been 
taken. 
Meanwhile 
the 
French 
In- 
fantry is being- held in check along 
the Aisne front and in the Cham- 
pagne by General Nivelle, while 
the work of «msolidathig the not- 
able gain.s of the past week Is in 
progress. 
The artillery Is bu.sy, 
however, and Paris reports 
the 
breaking up of German counter 
attacks at several points, notably 
€«st of Craonne on Hie I^Yeneh 
salient northeast of Montehaut, In 
the Champagne, and on tlie Mor- 
onviller's ridges in the same sec- 
tor. 


While momentous battles are lie- 
ing fought on the west front a new 
movement of possible vital import- 
ance may have been initiated by 
the Germans in the eastern theater 
of war. 
A News Agency dispatch 
from Petrograd today reports the 
departiu-e from Li ban on the Bal- 
tic, south of the Gulf of Illga, of

destination.

mean that the Germans have he- 
gun their threatened operation of 
making a combined land and sea 
movement against the 
Russians 
by landing on the Gulf of Finland

In Mesopotamia the Turks are 
still In retreat up the Tigris, north- 
west of Bagdad, before the victo- 
rious British.

Readers of the sport pages the other day 
were surprised by the account of a tame 
pitched by Eddie Cicotte, veteran White 
Sox knuckle bftll artist. In which he let the

run.

No-hit games are .scarce enough at the 
best, but one pitched early in the season 
is all the more remarkable. 


To Cicotte goes the honoi* of having 
pitched 
the earliest hitless game, 
the

heretofore 
having 
been 
nine 
j innings of a thirtecn-inning game hurled 
, by Red Ames for New York April 15, 190!), 
' and a contest won by Marquard April 15, 
1915. Ames, however, lost his game in the 
I thirteenth 
inning. 
Cicotte pitched 
his 
game April 14. 


Only sixty-two hitless games have been 
pitched in the two major leagues, forty- 
one in the National and twenty-one in the 
American. 
Of the sixty-two only five oc- 
curred in April. 


Amole, of the Buffalo team in the Amer- 
ican league, was the first pitcher to hurl 
a swatless contest in April, turning the 
trick against Detroit April 19, 1900. 


The next April game in whicli a pitcher 
got away without a Ivit was Amo.s' game, 
already spoken of. 
In 1910 Addie Josss 
pitched hie first no-hit game against Chi- 
cago. 
This was on April 20, and April 
16, 1915, Rube Marquard pitched a no-hit 
game against Brooklyn. 


There is a popular superstition in base- 
ball that the older pitchers are not so ef- 
fective in the early spring as they are later 
in the summer. 


Cicotte's feat is a dinect refutation of 
this. Cicotte is one of the oldest pitchers 
in the American league In point of service. 
This is his eleventh year in the league. 


Eddie Cicotto is one of the hardest 
pitchers In the Amrican league to score 
afainat With the exception of 1915, when 


he had a bad year, Cicotte has allowed 
probably less earned runs than any pitcher 
in the league. 


American league record.s have shown 
the effectiveness of pitchers only since 
1913, and in that time Cicotto has allowed 
2.11 earned runs per game. 


In 1916 he allowed 1.78 runs per game, 
being second 
in effectiveness to Babe 
Ruth, who allowed 1.75 runs per game. In 
1915 Cicotte had a bad year, allowing 3.02 
runs per game. 
In 1914 he allowed 2.04 
runs each nine innings, and in 1913 was 
second to Walter Johnson in Johnson's 
greatest year. 
That year Cicotte allowed 
l.Cl runs per game and Johnson 1.09, a 
feat which has been eclipsed only once, in 
1916, when Ferd Schupi) set a record of 
.90. 


Cicotte's effectiveness is due primarily 
to his knuckle ball, a delivery which he 
invented and perfected and which other 
pitcheis linvo never been able to use ef- 
fectively. Cicotte says he uses the knuckle 
ball about half the time.

phere of which young Nivelle lived at 
times. 


Beginning he attended a polytech- 
nic school in Franca, the famous cav- 
alry school at Saiimur and the higher 
war school. 


After the China campaign in 1900 
land 1901, Nivelle came out chief of 
i squadron, equal to major in English, 
j He was sent to Korea, then to Corsica 
i a.nd Algiers.

In that mad rush of the Germans 
i through France, 1914, Nivelle stopped 
• them at the Marne. 
He repeated at 
¡the Aisne, and by October, 1914, he 
I became a general, commanding

I brigade that stopped the Germans be- 
fore Soissons. 


By the end of 1915 Nivelle 
com- 
manded aji entire army corps and dis- 
tinguished 
himself 
in 
the 
famous 
Somme battle at the beginning of 1916. 


AVhen the Germans began the fa- 
mous attack on Verdun, he was rushed 
there, and put up so remarkable a de- 
fense he was called the "Hero of Ver- 
dun," made grand oliicer of the Legion 
of Honor and the same week appointed 
chief of all French armies in France.

Surrounded by a small escort, the 


British foreign minister and tho secre- 
tary of state crossed tho avenue which 
separated the state department build- 
ing from the white house and Just bo- 
fore ] 1 o'clock passed in the ma In en- 
trance of tho executive mansion, whore 
President Wilson, surrounded by a 
party of army and navy aides was 
waiting. 


While Mr. Balfour and Mr. Lansing 


were at the white house, the naval of- 
ficers of the British party, headed by 
Admiral Dechalr. began arriving to 
call on Secretary Daniels. They were 
accompanied by Rear Admiral Fletch- 
er and other officers assigned to tho 
party. 


"Silent Sentinels" Snlntc. 


As Mr. Balfour passed into the white 


house grounds, the "silent sentinels" 
of the woman suffragists doing "peace- 
ful picketing" around the white house 
grounds waved their banners and the 
British minister smiled broadly.

The naval delegation, meanwhile, 


had been received by Admiral Benson, 
chief of operations, and left cards for 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, who was 
out of the city. 


Balfour Has Lons Talk. 


While Mr. Balfour and the president 


were together the British army and 
navy officers concluded their visits at 
the war and navy departments and re- 
turned to their stopping places. The 
president's reception of Mr. Balfour 
was quite extraordinary.

Postpone Building Auditorium. 


There ought to be prompt abandonment of any purpose to build 


the Fort "Wayno mmacipal assembly hall this year. "With a fund that 
at th« outlet WM too small by at least $100,000 it is purposed to go 
ahead with operations in the face of conditions in the material and 
labor markets that will discount every dollar of the sum in hand by 
a heavy percentage. This cauresnlt only in botched plans nnd skimped 
construction. The people of Port Wayne do not want a building of 
that character. 


Already the architect's plans for the building have been repeated- 


ly modified to bring the cost within the city's limited means and rising 
prices and still further revisions must bo made for the purpose of get- 
ting specifications upon which contractors will be ready to bid. No 
one can say what the result of this may be, but any one can imagine 
.-what it is likely to be. 


It will be sheer folly to go on with the building project at this 


time. It can ensuo only in public disappointment. The people will 
not get what they expect and what they have taxed themselves to pro- 
cure. To the initial error of launching this great undertaking upon a 
financial scale that was much too narrow and the subsequent error of 
procuring a site that is much too small there ought not now to be add- 
ed the further blunder of proceeding with construction under condi- 
tions that reduce the purchasing power of the funds about one-third. 


Th» sort of a building that Fort Wayne needs and that the peo- 


ple of Fort Wayne have been led to believe they are going to get can- 
not bo constructed for the money the city has in hand. Badly as the 
community is in need of a large place of public assembly, it can much 
better afford to wait a year or even two years for more favoring con- 
ditions or an opportunity to increase the building funds than to go 
ahead now on a skyrocketing market of materials and labor with plans 
trimmed and construction botched to fit the abnormal conditions of 
the times. 


There ought to be no hesitancy at the city hall to put this big 


building project in abeyance. The people ought to demand that this 
be done if there is any official reluctance to consult wisdom and com- 
mon sense in the expenditure of the funds created for the municipal 
assembly halL Fort Wayne can much better wait for a realization of 
this public enterprise than to seek to content itself with a botched job 
on an inadequate building that there is every promise this will be if 
there ia any going ahead with hacked-up plans and but half enough 
money to meet conditions under which it must be constructed if put 
up now.

Plan is Anarchy, 


Says Labor Expert 


While congress, face to face with duty to provide military re- 


sources for a nation actually at war in the greatest armed conflict of 
all time, mopes with its work and disputes over its detail, the value of 
the volunteer system proves itself afresh every day. How many re- 
cruits have been obtained in the intensive labors of the past fortnight 
—either for regulars or the state guards t Twenty millions of men of 
age and some degree of fitness for service have yielded so far a few 
thousands. And of these a considerable percentage are men who ought 
not to nlist because of more valuable service they can render right 
where they are at work. 


Every square foot of ground put out to something that can be 


eaten adds something to the store that will bring the cost of living 
down where the average man can meet it. Service for everybody in 
that—valuable service that the nation cannot spare and that takes no- 
body to the battle front and the firing line. 


The rate at which food prices are booming upward declares as 


nothing else could the need of national food control. The hoarder? 
are going hand in glove with the price conspirators, even if not for 
the same reasons to the same goal. 


Ton ought not to eat potatoes at this time, but if you must, take 


care to save their precious eyes.

drums; the hands play merry insplr- 
ng tunes; the pretty girls add a touch 
oC romance; and the young men who 
volunteer go forth to war, not in a 
sense of solemn duty to their coun- 
try, hut in the spirit of a lark or a 
'rolio. 


Those who go to the front wake up 


soon enough to the stern reality and 
eornborncss of the 
task upon which 


they arc engaged, but tho nation nev- 


does. The papers, tho orators, the 


poets nnd tho preachers go on telling 
Lhe people about tho glories of war 
ntil the end of the war and for long 


years after. 


Volunteering takes no heed either 


of tho neede of the nation or tho spe- 
cial responsibility of the various in- 
dividuals. 
Upon all 
It Imposes Its 


dreadful coercion and drives thorn In- 
to tho rcrrultlng office or leaves them 
hrokcn-splrltcil. convicted, an cowards 
and slackers. 


To tho nation's peril. It takes the 


trained mechanic from the munitions 
factory, the farmer from his plow, and 
forces the married man to leave his 
family regardless of whether tho host 
Interests of the nation require him In 
tho trenches or at home. With uni- 
versal compulsory service, tho needs 
of tho nation and tho responsibility of 
tho Individual can bo rightly welshed 
nnd adjusted. 


Conscription of wealth for war pur- 


poses Is merely tho" logical sequence of 
compulsory military service of men. 
And war Is an unrelenting: logician. 
Wo may 
not have 
conscription of 


wealth as tho immediate sequence of 
compulsory service, but It will como 
ns soon as tho people sco that It Is a 
necessary step toward winning tho 
victory. And when they arc made to 
feel tho Individual's obligation to serve 
the state It will not take long for them 
to understand nnd insist upon tho ob- 
ligation of tho dollar to service. 


Compulsory service Is nothing more 


than a recognition of the mutual ob- 
ligation that exists between the cltl- 
zon and the state. For yoars wo who

Insisted that when the Indlvllual's Itfi 
or security \vas threatened it was tho 
duty of the state to protect him by 
tho creation of police, factory Inspec 
tors and all the other machinery of so 
clal security. Now that the security 
of tho nation IB threatened, tho obll 
Ration of the citizen to serve becomes 
imperative and Inescapable.,

universal basin Is democratic: volun 
terlnff Is plain, 
unadulterated an- 


archy. A* well talk about the wisdom 
of a volunteer police foroe, a volunteer 
tax collection system, or a voluntary 
criminal code as to talk about the 
wisdom of experimenting with the dis- 
credited, archaic and futile volunteer 
army system!

Anns. 


(By Newton D. Baker, United States 


Secretary of War.) 


'What can the ordinary man or 


woman In olvll life do now to help?" 


Modern -war has 


demostrated t h o r - 
oughly that the en- 
tire 
national 
life 


must be mobilized 
for service to assure 
success. Other wars 
have been waged by 
uninformed 
armies, 


but this one is being 
fought by popula- 
tions. No longer are 
conflicts won and lost 
merely by soldiers 
and sailors. 


The struggle has 


been extended to the 
machine shop, the 
factory, the arsenal, 


the powder plant, the mill, the handle 
of the plow. In modern war every unit 
of the nation must bs utilized for the 
nation. 


The ettclency of the systerii will de- 


pend upon the co-ordination of all ele- 
ments with the general purpose of 
transferring the mighty potentialities 
of peace Into the irresistible power of 
war. It is the duty of the government 
at such a time to co-ordinate the man.

The girding of the nation for war 


will proceed along three main lines— 
MILITARY, INDUSTRT and RELIEF. 
In the general plan, and along one or 
the other of these three outlets, there 
Is a place for every loyal heart. 


For some the opportunity is open 


today and should be seized. Many will 
find It through recruiting stations, 
many through the doors of offices or 
factories or hospitals, or on farms or 
bakyards; others through the work of 
their hands or brains or money In the 
line of their dally tasks. 


A suburban dweller may Increase his 


garden plot; a city man cultivate a 
corner lot; a young man enlist: an 
older man organize a home guard: a 
college boy stay and work in the lab- 
oratory; an engineer join the engln- 
eers' reserve; a woman knit or sow or 
learn first aid. 


But "whatever the task, there should 


be the realization that service for the 
republic carries with It honor and dis- 
tinction, and that under certain con- 
ditions even death Itself may become 
a precious boon when a man dies that 
a nation may live to fulfil Its destiny.

Those thus exempted as well as those 
unable to serve can aid In bringing 
the right man to the right Job right 
away. 


In this, the women of America can 


aid tremendously. They can operate 
with the Red Cross and assist also In 
other activities not under the navy. 


Nearly all will make some sacrifice 


to the navy or army. Each moment of 
the day and night will be a moment of 
anxiety to nearly every woman In the 
land.

sel's speed he was able to throw her 
off after a desperate chase. Although
